It having been whispered that 
a member of a certain South American house in this 
city, well known in Wall street circles, which re- 
cently became insolvent, was intending to take 
French leave of his creditors, an enterprising credi- 
tor resolved that if he could help it he would. Just 
l>efore the sailing of the steamer, accompanied by a 
deputy sheriff and a lawyer, he encounters the de- 
parting gentleman on the wharf, and attempted to 
arrest him. when it was found that he (the departing 
gentleman) was duly accredited as bearer of dis- 
patches to a foreign government— so no arrest could 
be made. 

fJipA Washington letter says: 

I understand it is the intention of the Hon. John 
C. Breckinridge, Vice President of the United 
States, to leave here in the 6 o'clock cars to-morrow 
(Saturday) morning, for his home in Kentucky. 

IMPORTANT FROM NICARAGUA. 
[Special Corresi>ondence of the N. Y. Daily Times ] 
Asrinwall, March 10 1857. 

When I wrote you lust, the "Walker forces under com- 
mand of Col. Lockridge. had taken Serapiqui with but 
small loss, aud were located on the Island of lTovldenee - 
called by win ' >:ir. ( arlos. The latter Island, which must 
not be confounded with Fort San Carlos is at the entrance to 
Lake Nicaragua, and is by far the best fortification on the 
line of the river, while, where Walker's forces were, is a 
short distance below Fort Castillo. They have not pro- 
ceeded any farther up since. From the position 
of the two armies then, you had good reason to an- 
ticipate an early evacuation by the allies of Fort Castillo. 
They had burned the boat*, and destroyed the town by 
fire. Everything appeared as if they intended to evacu- 
ate as soon as the Walker forces should have attacked 
them. But they did not. After having succeeded so far 
as to obtain a landing for the force uuder the immediate 
CMUimand of CoL Titus, Col. Lockridge with Col. Ander- 
son and his force returned to sjerapiqui. 

Col. Titus was left to take Fort Castillo, and as he was in 
good |>osition it was believed that his force was more than 
adequate to the task. So thought Col. Titus. Aftergetting 
several pieces of artillery into position so as to command 
the entrance to the fort, he held a parley with the Allies, 
lie asked them to evacuate. They did not say no. They 
asked the privilege of sending a messenger through his Hues 
to inform Gen. Mora of their defeat. The Colonel consen- 
ted, provided they would promise to evacuate on the fol- 
lowing morning. The Colonel says they did so promise; 
and although he has always considered them in no way en- 
titled to credit, when, their fnterest was at stake, strange 
to auv he let the messenger pass. The Colonel then lay 
back upon the laurels won bv him in Kansas, using the an- 
ticipatory evacuation of Castillo in the morning as a pillow. 
The morning came, and with it Gen. Mora with a large 
force of Costa Kicaus, who awoke the Colonel by the un- 
pleasant sound of their firearms. 

The Colonel was so surprised, and so were hls_ men. The 
enemy pressed him hard, and he had not anticipated any- 
thing of that kind, lie was very much annoyed and so he 
ran away. Some sav the Colonel received assurance of 
prospective but difficult to be resisted reasons, from an of- 
ficer of the fort, for letting the messenger paas, and that 
the evacuaUon by him of San Carlos Island, instead of the 
entrance, by him. of Castello, was but an afterpiece, un- 
derst-od hv the principals. But I think he was out-man- 
ceuvered fir tie alli> m. lie lost several men, but I have 
nor lieen aide to ascertain the precise number. 

On the M of Marc h the steamer Keseue lelt Serapi.jui for 
Punta Ar. nas, wher- she arrived in safety, having the hull 
or the -teamcr Seott in tow, .>ud a number who were on 
HM 11 rwaj ' the United States. Col. Titus, you will not 
be surprised to learn, was among the number. He said he- 
was "going round to Gen. Walker." Perhaps so. Hut be- 
fore leaving the Colonel distinguished himself again. 
When the ltuscue arrived, *he was boarded by a ltritish of- 
ficer, who, as usunL, offered Hritish protection to all who 
desired it. Col. Titus being in a bad humor in consequence 
of the unfavorable light In which his unfortunate move- 
ment above was looked upon by his brother officers, used 
some abusive word* to the officer. Misfortunes never 
come singly. The British officer retired, but returned soon 
afterwards and conveyed the poor Colonel on board the 
H B. M. frigate Cossack; while the little Keseue was hauled 
alongside the gun-boat Victor. This was bad, but it could 
not be avoided. The Colonel had to wait on board until a 
gun- boat was sent to the Commander of the fleet, Capt. 



Erskine. who was on board the line-of-battle ship Orion, at 
Fearl Key Lagoon. lie arrived on the following, mornin v 
when the Colonel and the Rescue were released. This is 
all of importance that transpired down to the time I left 
for Aspinwall in the Tennessee. 

Since evening at Aspluwail I have obtained the following 
concerning the operations on the Pac ific side: ttmee Gam! 
Walker ret urued to Rivas from San Juan del Snr he has 
had several skirmishes with the Alii, s, In which, however 
he did not lo-m mauy men. The most important, before 
the U.-1 fisrlit at Kivas, was the bombardment . •: u, 
G«n. Walker sent out a detachment with artillery to fire 
on the town. not. as i- asserted, with the inteutiou of taic- 
ing It, but simply bv wav of iutimidatiug the Allies. Att ir 
tirtna a few shots the Walker force fell back uinm Uvm 
with some loss. 

The Attack on Jticas. 
On thp 6th of Marc h the Allies surrounded and attacked 
Rlvas. Gen. Walker's headquarters. Thev are reported to 
have been about 2,i«hi strom;. The first attack was made 
upon the Arsenal, from which thev were driven, after 
standiui: three rounds of cauister. The next charye was 
made n. ar the hospital, on the no th side of the town 
And here a?ain the Allies were driven back with great loss 
In the third attack all their remaining forces were coneen- 
trat. ,1 M the south side near the yutrtermaster's office. 
They were allowed to approach very near to the plaza, up 
the narrow streets, aud when there a cannonade was open-d 
upon them, which de stroyed a large number. Th-v ntood 
ten rounds of canister before they retreated. Their loss 
1- estimated at.VK). The remainder tell back upon their 
tortifications at San J urge. 

•S'fr Robert McClure among the Fillibuster*. 
By the kindness of Lien*. CoL IN will I htve been per- 
mitted to copy the following report of a difficult* between 
Sir Robert McClure and Capt. Fayseux, of the Nicarajfuan 
army: 

At ti o'clock on the afternoon of Wednesday. Fe b M 
IWLtM l"ir-r Lieutenant of the British man-of-war k-k' 
Sir Robert McClure commanding, went on lsiard the Nica- 
raguau schooner-of-war Granada, Ca| t. C. J. Fay* ux, 
wheu the following conversation took place between him 
and the Cuptain: 

Lieut. l)jwkius — Sir Robert McClure has sent me 011 
board your vessel, and wishes to know by what authority 
you fly a lag 1 which is not known to any nation— end also 
where your commission Is; and orders me to take you on 
board H. M. S. Esk, to show your commi-sion to Sir Robt. 
McClure. 

Capt. Fayseux— I have my commission below in the cab- 
in, but will not go on board the Fsk to show it. I am in the 
service of the Nicaraguau Government, and flv the flag ..1 
that Government. If you can compel me to show niv com- 
misriou and paia-rs. I will do so on the deck of my own ves- 
sel, under protest, hut it is beneath my dignity to ^-o on 
board your vessel with them, and I will do so under no cir- 
cumstances. 

Lieut. Hawkins- 1 will tell Sir Robert what yon have said, 
and warn vou, it y:m attempt to go out of the harbor in the 
night I will sink you. 

Capt. Fayseux — Should I have occasion, or my duty ca* 
me outside, I will do so, regardless of your threats. 

Lieut. Hawkins— But my ^uus are shotted ami loaded with 
shell, and we will blow you up. I shall go on board tie- st,- 
Mary's and tell the officers that if thev hear anv Mm fi 
rinc the night, not to be alarmed; it will be nothing onlv 
our -inking the schooner. 

< '.iptaiu Fayseux— Can't help that, sir. 

Lieut. Hawkins then proceeded on board the 1 .-'k . and 
returned in a few minutes, when conversation wa.- re.-uni- 
ed. 

Lieut. Hawkins — I have seen Sir Robert. He savs you 
must show your commission to me, and what is your au- 
thority for showing the colors which you fly. 

Capt. Fayseux— I would, under no circumstances, show 
my authority, hail I a ve»sel oue-half your size, or iu any 
way able to contend against you. You seejhow I am 'Hu- 
nted, with a .-mail vessel nnd a small crew. As it is, I show 
it to you: but, under-dand me, I do it under prot"-t. I 
cannot understand why you have taken these procei-din.--. 
aud must say you are decidedly taking sides with my eu- 
emy. 

Capt. Fayseux here showed Lieut. Hawkins his commis- 
sion aud other ]>apers. 

Lieut. Hawkins— 1 will tell Sir Robert that I have seen 
your papers, and, if they are not satisfactory, you will be 
taken as a pirate. 

Lieut. Hawkins then went on board the Ksk, and, re- 
turning ou board the Granada, said: "Sir Robert McClure 
says yon must come on board with j our commission; if you 
refuse. I am ordered to haul your vessel alongside! the i>k. 
aud send you ou board." [.Lieut. Hawkins had lines in 
his boat for the purpose of towing the Granada alongside. 

Capt. Fayseux— I will not go on board your Masai with 
my commission. I am weak and powerless iu relation to 
yon, hut I protest against your threat. My wishes are to 
conciliate iu all matters with other nations. 

Lieut. Hawkins— If I make use of these men [|>ointing to 
his boat's crew] in hauling your vessel alongside mine, will 
you make any resl<tancer 

Capt. Fayseux— Certainly, I will resist you. You have 
not force sufficient to take me. 

Capt. Hawkins— The guns of the Esk are pointed at vou, 
aud it is very easy for me to bring on board a couple of 
huudred men; re sistance would be madness. Would j our 
1111 n -tick to you* 

Capt. Fayseux— My men will stick by me. and you will 
have to bring a mueli larger force than I have before- vou 
cau take me. Whe n you bring such a force, ami I see that 
n -i-tanre woaM be luadui s-, I will surreudeir. 

Lie-ut. Hawkins— Have you any obje-ctiou to my speaking 
to your crew* 

Capt. Fayseux— None whatever. Men, step aft here, this 
gentleman wishes to talk to you. 

Lieut. Hawkins— Well, men, lam goinztosiuk this vessel 
as a pirate, aud my boat will take ou shore such of you as 
wL-h to go and ^ve your lives. Will you go? 

Crew— No, siuk and be •!.»•:.-. ! 

Lieut. Hawkins — You see our guns are be-aring on you; 
they are loaded with shell and will blow vou all up. Ho 
you still persist in remaining on the vessel' 

Crew-Yes and will go to hell in her. Shell don't hurt 
much. 

Lieut. Hawkins then went on board the Esk and retain- 
ed; said "it is customary when a man-of-war comes into 
I>ort for the commanders of other vessels of war to pay the 
new arrival a visit. The captain of the American sloop-of- 
war St. Mary's se-ut em board my vessel, aud bis visit was 
returned this morning. You did uot call, and as none of 
the crew or officers of my vessel had ever seen your flag 
before, we did not know what it meant." 

Capt. Fayseux — When you came on last evening, I did 
not omit visiting vou from a want of etiquette. But I 
hoisted my flag, which I thought was sufficient. I do not 
know by what right you force me tee show my commission. 

Lieut. I )au kin- — Will you come on board my vessel now 
and see the Captain, with > our commission, when the mat- 
ter can be settled? 

Capt. Fayseux— If you force me to go on board your ves- 
sel I will go. But not with my commission. I would suffer 
my arms to be cut off rather than submit to such an in- 
dignity. 

Lieut. Hawkins— Will you come on board the Esk w ith 
me as a friend, with your commission? You can see tin- 
Captain, who says he will be glad tee see you on board, aud 
will be happy to make your acquaintance. Get into my 
boat now, as a friend, and come along with me. 

Cant. Fayseux— I will be happy to go on board with you 
as a friend, but not wilh my commissiou. 

Lieut. Hawkins— Well, get into my boat now, aud go off 
with me as a frieud. 

Capt. Fayseux— I will be on board in my own boat in 
few minutes. 

The Captain went on board and had a very pleasant 
time. 

Subsequently Sir Robert visited (ie n. Walker at Rivas. 
The General received him coolly at first, but finally they 
came to a bette r understanding, aud held a long MMa. 
tiou; after which Sir Robert returned to hUfhip. 

Panama, Tuesday, March 10, 1857. 

The Sierra Nevada arrived here this morning, having left 
San Juan del Suron the 7th. 

It is almost impossible to get anything from anybody, 
1 ron 1 Nicaragua, in which confidence can be placed. I have 
found, however, one of Walker's men, who is furloughed 
or discharged on account of a disabled arm, who appears 
to be a reliable witness; or who at least is not disposed to 
exaggerate against Walker. 

Walker had had, during the past month, several skirm- 
ishes with the Costa Ricans, attacking or reeouuoitering 
them in their quarters at St. George, one- league f rom Ri- 
vas, In all of which he was defeated and driven back. 

The officers of the Sierra Nevada bring a report that the- 
Costa Ricans attacked Walker at Hivas on the evening of 
the 4th March, on three sides of the city. That Walker 
waited until they got into the narrow streets, and then 
swept them with his cannon, slaughtering an immense 
number. The news they say was brought down to San Ju- 
an del Sur by a native boy. At the time the boy left Ri- 
va.-, the report goes. Walker was piling up and burning the 
dead bodies. This may not be true. I am satisfied of one 
thing, however, from personal observation while at Rivas 
the last of January— that \s.if they did attack Walker In 
Rivas, they veert defeated icith large loss. 

My inlormant, the soldier before alluded to, savs that 
since the 1st of February, when I wrote you that Walker 
liad only -on fightiug meu/>rless. he has lost iu killed, woun- 
ded, and by desertion, 400 men— leaving him, with the >*> 
men the Sierra Nevada brought this trip, less than 500 ef- 
fective soldiers. 

A Chat with Col. James, X. A. 

The Colonel arrived by the Tennessee yesterday and is 
stopping at the Ast-r House. He was severely injured at 
the battle of San George, having been shot through the 
hips, lie l<* still an invalid, and has come here on leave of 
absence, hoping to recruit his energies. He states that he 
left Rivas on the 4th of March, and, in company with Capt. 
Course, traveled to San Juan del Sur, without molestation, 
then took the Siera Navada to Panama, thence by rail to 
Aspiuwall. Walkerand his men are, he says, in excellent 
he-alth ami spirits— have plenty to eat, to driuk, and to wear. 
Thev have the synii«thles of the natives, who furnish pro- 
vLsiou.- in abundance from the MRWMI country. The 
General has en fortified his position, says the Colonel, that 
it would require a much superior force to auy that cmld be 
raised in Central America to dislodge him. He has an 
army there of full 1.100 men, between H00 and 700 of whom 
are tip-top soldiers. The armament consists of nine pieces 
of artillery and four mortars. 

The allies are encamped In strong force but two miles from 
Rivas. and, on the night ou the 5th, a desperate attack w as 
made on Walker's jeosition. The next day, however. Walk- 
er wrote to CoL Casey that he did not lose one man, aud 
that the enemy had been repulsed with great loss. 

Col. Jacques thinks that CoL Titus has shown himself a 
great coward, or at least an arrant fooL in retreating from 
Castillo after he had invested it, aud believes that he has 
goue to California, for he would scarcely dare to meet the 
"gray -eyed man" after his bad management on that occa- 
sion." He thinks, too, that Walker, as soon as sufficient re- 
inforcements shall reach him, will march into Costa Rica.

(.oyer.:i:ii -nt made no pretension to pay any debts, and he 
believed that the obvious rvars*n was because they had no 
money. A* matters ste.,.d be considered Walker's prosieect 
as very doubtful. HecouM ne* hold h* present position, 
without reinforcements of men, money, and provisions. 
Statement from. William Brwa, one of Col. 
son's Men. 

On the 14th of February, Col. Titus, with 3116 men, start- 
e d up the- nv, r tor Castillo, a little below the rapids lay 
the steamer Scott, in possession of the Costa Ricaus When 
Titus s - force was perceived by tlur« ou board, they set fire 
to the boat aud deserted her. Titus then oflcred a reward 
01 .-jlOo to each man that would swim to her and extinguish 
th.- flames. Two brave- fellows did *», but they never re- 
ceived a cent of the promised reward. 

On arming at Fort Castillo they completely invested it. 
There were onl v forty men in it," and Titus "demanded iu 
surre nder. The commanding officer, an Englishman, 
asked a parley, which Titus granted. A long private con- 
versation ensued betwe en Titus and the ceemmauder of the 
tort. Titus stated the result of it to his officers in this way: 
rile Englishman had no authority to surrender his pusL 
and would re-isr to the- last, but he asked a truce of twenty- 
Joiir hours, and ia-rmi«.it>ii -o s.. n d a m.-vseiwr through 
his lines to Gen. Mora, at Fort San ( artos, to get the neces- 
-ary authority to surrender. 

This request Titus acc orded. His officers, and even some 
ot the tmlele-r private's, expressed their dissatisfaction with 
tin- arrangement. and wished an attack iuiiiioduitel, made 
But Titus was inexorable. The messenger returnee'l with a 
:orce 01 .inn me n, under Gen. Mora, for the relief of the 
tort, and Titus immediate U gave ord. rs to his men to re- 
tre-at. They w e-re all highly iuct-u«ed at th* conduct on the 
part of their commander, for he had two cannon planted 
so as tee eoininand the entrance to the fort, and they could 
have lulled the greater part of the enemy, if they attempt- 
ed to enter. Two companies were stationed below a hilL 
out of sight, and did not get the order to retreat, and thirty- 
men belonging to them wen- lost. The opinion bwanie 
gene ral that Titus had bee n "bought up" bv the euemv 
and had so betrayed his soldiers. 

Th. > then went down to Serapfcroi, which remained in 
trie Hands of Col. Anderson, and a dispute arising between 
him and Titus, with reference to hia conduct, the latter 
transferred his command to (Jen. Bob Wheat, and an- 
iioiuKcd his intention of going to Rivas to join Walker. 
Hecaine down to Greytown in the little Rescue, which 
made trips every day or two for provisions, on these oc- 
casions a guard of three men from each company was de- 
tailed to come in her, and Mr. Brown was one of them. 
Col. Lockndgc came- down iu the IP-cue also. There were 
inalHll men on hoard. On arriving at Grevtown they 
were all taken prisoners by the captain of the English 
steamer Co-sair, aud the two Colonels were taken board 
that veasel, but soon after released.

The condition ,,f the troops at Scrapiqui is mise rable. 
They have- to sleep in huts covered only with the broad 
le ives ot the plantain, and these afford uo shelter from the 
rain, which has been incessant from the beginning of the 
campaign. Their onlv bed was the floor of the huts, com- 
peese-d ot six inc hes e>t mud, which al.-o onstitut.-d the ir 
covering, and Mr. Brown's apivnrance did not belie the 
assertion. They were allowed twe> pilot crackers and half 
a pound of beef per elay as their food, and had to work 
like horses on this allow ance. Added to these hardships, 
the officers treated the men as if they were dogs. He < Mr. 
Brown) had been on guard ttcenty-fovr hoursat one time, 
and then the next twenf v.four had to work in the trenches. 
Most all the men are suffering from diarrhea. 

Mr. Brown's opinion of Walker's prospects i< not hope- 
ful. From what lie has seen and heard he fancies that if 
Walker is uot speedilv reinforce d w ith a laree number, he 
will m*>u evacuate Rivas. An old man who came on in 
the Tennessee says that he has been w ith Walker during 
tlie last eight months. He has only 1S0O men i li him at 
Rivas, and but :!«>o of them were in "fiehtiii- r," the 
rest teeing so sick that they are scarcely nt ie .r service. 
Provisions are short, and c lothing is scant. 
Condition o/' Walker'* Arm y—Statement of Serjeant

Gen. Walker, when I left, was in fine spirits and his ar- 
my was never more prosperous. They are comfortably ta- 
ken care of and but few are de-arous of returning home, a 

Gen. Walker contemplates having the entire possession 
of the river by the 1st ot April, and is moving his army to 
tlie. most favorable point-* tor an attack. His army now 
uumbers some thirteen hundred men, and there is but 
ubout forty of them confiued in the hospital by sickness — 
most of them, however, are able to move around.

Interesting Statements from Miscellaneous 
Condition of Walker's Army. 
An intelligent California^, who was a |easseng-rbv the 
Sierra Nevada, savs there were about 75 recruits for Walk- 
er, from California, landed at San Juan del Sur, on the 
i>th of March. 

A train of pack mules with provisions, wine. Ac, ioten- 
deel for Walker, started out eef San Juan del Sur on the 
5th or 6th. and were met bv a force of Costa Rkans, who 
captured all the pack nudes, aud kUled six of the party, 
when they fell back upon the tuwnand waited fur thu rein- 
forcement frejm the? Sierra Nevada. 

Mr. Jewetr, of San Francisco, who came passenger in the 
Sierra Nevada and Teune™»ee, had an interview with Mr. 
Prie st, the American consul (of the Walker Government) 
at San Juan, on the dav of their arrival, who represented 
Walker's position as unchanged; that he was stronglv forti- 
fied at Rivas. and only wanting supplies of men and muni- 
tions to hold his own, and ultimately to conquer the coun- 
try. The 75 recruits, with store- and arms, had Is-e-n dis- 
patched to Rivas, and if they succeeded in fighting then- 
way through, would make an important adelitiou to his 
strength. But the truth is, Mr. Jew.-tt says, that W ~ 
is undoubtedly in a verv serious position, though he t 
he will mainUin himself. 

A promineut attache of Walker's Government, who 
came by the Tennessee, and who prefers that his name 
should not appear, left Rivas in company with a small par- 
ty on the 4th inst. Walker's effective- force on the 4th of 
March was about 700 men; the total number, including 
those in hospitals, being about 1,100. 

Gen. Walker takes all his reverse's philoseephically. No- 
thing disturbs, surprises, or alarms him. He kee 
the routine of Government; convening 
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stitutional advisers, conferring with them 
taut movements, an '. everything moving on with the ut- 
most precision. IU- says he has lorceof character sufficient 
to carrv himself aud those associated with him through any 
crisls, and he will mainUin himself in his present position 
as long as there is anything to eat within ten or twenty 
miles of the town. All the tropical fruits are found in lux- 
urious abundance; plantains are rotting on the ground, and 
he cannot lie sUrved out. Without the aid of reinforce- 
ments, however, his position must !><• stationary. He sends 
out foraging parties two or three times a day, which find 
no trouble in getting all they require. Notwithstanding 
the rainy si-ason is over, and the sickly season has return- 
ed, the country is healthy, intermittent feverand feverand 
ague being the only prevailing diseases peculiar to the cli- 
mate. Excesses in eating and drinking, and the irregular 
habits of the recruits, carry off some of them, but these are 
not chargeable to tlie climate, which he de>-scribes as the 
finest in the world. 

The old adobe dwellings in which the soldiers are quar 
tered he considers decidedly unhealthy, as they are filled 
with vermin and filth. Lizzards, centipedes, and tarantu- 
las also run riot through them. 

The mass of the natives regard the operations of Walker 
and al<o of the allied forces against him with the most sub- 
lime indifference, apparently caring little which succeeds. 
They are generally ready to do anything if not required to 
fight, as they have been engaged in that business for thirty - 
live years, as the tools of contending factions, without any 
perceptible benefit, they have been disgusted with it. 
Walker, understanding this feeling, does not require them 
to take up arm-. On the contrary, the Allies carry on 
wholesale conscription. Their method is to visit a hacien- 
da, and seizing all the males, they tie their arms behind 
them and march them off to join their rank: the conse- 
quence is they take no interest in the contest going on. they 
tight with no spirit, and desert in squads when the first op- 
portunity offers. 

The allies have intelligent and able commanders among; 
them, German, French, aud even American: there are, al- 
so, some well educated native leaders. If Walker is driven 
out (which we don't believe he will be), there will be the 
most horrible excesses practised tliat were ever known in 
any country. So he thinks Walker is very severe on de- 
serters, which he says is the only way an armv could be 
kept together, if full opportunity were given the foreigners, 
most of them would no doubt dc?sert, as matters now are, 
but the Americans would not. He gives the following In- 
stance of Walker's mode of treating deserters. Four strag- 
glers were found on the road to Costa Ric-a; thev were ah 
arrested and carried beforj Walken among them i 
frenchman, who was showing them the load, i 
them 011 the way; he was examined, found ( 
on the Plaza in an hour; but the ethers ■ 
er punishment, and saved for the ranks.

New States. — The stars upon our standard 
promise to increase their number more rapidly thau 
ever. Arrangements are making to form a State 
out of the southwest corner of Michigan, to be call- 
ed Superior. Michigan agrees to surrender that 
part of her territory which lies without the Peninsu- 
la, and Wisconsin consents to part with that portion 
of her territory which lies on the shore of the grest 
Lake, besides which Minnesota must yield a por- 
tion of her territory immediately adjoining. 

It limits the area of the State to 50,000 square 
miles, and provides that it may be admitted into the 
Union when it ha* attained a population of ninety 
thousand. This will leave nearly three-quarters of 
the territory beyond the boundaries of the State, 
from which three large members of the confederacy 
will be formed at no distant day. The Territory of 
Washington will be divided iuto two States, each of 
them considerably larger than Virginia. Minneso- 
ta has territory enough for four large States, and is 
rapidly filling up with population. Kansas, Ne- 
braska, and New Mexico will not be long in a terri- 
torial condition, and new States will probably even 
be formed from portions of Texas and California. 
What country ever presented such evidences of pro- 
gress and prosperity? Those who contemplate se- 
curing new national flags should wait until all the 
f.ar- shine out in our glorious blue.

Ax EXTKAOHPISAP.V Mt'KUKH TlUAI. IX TOLE- 
DO, Ohio. — An extraordinary murder trial is now 
going on in Toledo, in this State. One J. M. Ward 
has been indicted for the murder of his wife in Syl- 
vania. near Toledo, under circumstances of a pecu- 
liarly atrocious and horrible character. We recol- 
lect "of but one case that bears an analogy to it, 
which was that of Hugh Corrigan. in Westmoreland 
county, Pennsylvania, who was convicted of mur- 
dering his wife and then burning her body in a fire. 
The body was never found, and the evidence of 
guilt, though strong, was entirely circumstantial. 

In the present instance, the evidence against 
Ward consists in his wife's disappearance — his con- 
tradictory statements as to her whereat touts — the 
fact that in the ash-pile some 1 tones have been found, 
evidentlv belonging to a human being, as we'l as a 
lock of hair of the color of Mr?. Ward's, and that 
stains of blood have been found on the prisoner's 
bed, and that lights were seen in his house at a late 
hour for a few nights succeeding Mrs. Ward's dis- 
appearance, and that the ne!crhl»ors heard somebody 
cii' ppuig, which sounded like the cutting of meat. 
In the clock-case was found a vial containing a pow- 
erful acid, which, upon being applied to iron, eat it 
immediately. It is surmised that with this acid he 
made away with the body. The dresses and clothes 
of the deceased were also found in the house, which 
contradicts the idea of her going off voluntarilv, 
that is advanced by the prisoner in his defence. 

These are some of the points of testimony on the 
trial, the result of which will Ite looked for with 
much interest. If the prisoner is guilty, his crime 
is one of the most atrocious and bloody recorded in 
the criminal calender. In noticing the case, the 
Toledo Blade says: 

The prisoner is. of course, the object of chief interest. 
Be appear* to be a man of forty, rather tall, straight and 
well looking. He is dressed in a pood suit of blade, with a 
black dlk ve*L,and has a black beard and black hair, which 
hi-! appears to have been considerably thinned out by the 
course of nature, and the want of "'Ret*'* Hair Tonic." 
Hi* countenance ha* not a vicious appeirance, and ••mur- 
der" is not written there any more lepibly than on a hun- 
dred other faces iu the court-room. On the table in frort 
of the I'rosecuting Attorney. this morning, were the bone? 
which had been collected from the ash-heup and the stove. 
Thev consist mostly of small pieces, and might, tocether. 
fill a quart measure. The iron* of the trunk, the fineer- 
rinps. the parasol n'.ts and braces, and a variety of other 
articles, are also to be » *n there. The prisoner seems a 
little tremulous at certain stages of the proceeding*, but iu 
the main bears himself with as much indifference ^ the 
©•.Her spectators.

En 
passant, this latter attraction wonderfully increases 
the marketable value of a Circassian slave, and is so 
highly prized that the chief favorite of a former 
, Sultan was a delicate creature of about 300 pounds 
I in weight, who went by the soubriquet of the bone- 
less ladv. 

A few years roll on; Fatima is yet unmarried, and 
thus far her future lord and master has Iteen invisi- 
ble. As the event approaches, however, mamma 
promises, if she behaves herself like a good girl, to 
allow the child to see her betrothed. A glance 
through a crack in the door, a peep through the 
key-hole, is supposed to content the curiosity of the 
sex, inasmuch as it makes little difference whether 
she approves or disapproves mamma's choice. Poor 
Selim. the future husband, boasts not even this priv- 
ilege; but, if he l»e a lad of ardent temperament, or 
disposed to do the thing up in style, he bribes some 
old crone to pay a visit to the object of his parents 
affection, and "report on her }>ersonal appearance. 
Our worthy spy. as a matter of course, receives 
from FatimVs papa a douceur somewhat larger, and 
it is very unreasonable to suppose that she represents 
the damsel otherwhe i h n under the figure of a grace- 
ful cypress, fragrant pink, or under some equal- 
ly horticultural similitude.

Her private life is a mystery, rendered impenetra- 
ble by withered eunuchs, latticed jalousies, high 
wall-, and vigilant warders. Enough, however, is

Indeed, it is state i on no less an authority 
than the imperial physicians, that the end of many 
a Sultana has been hastened by her persisting in 
wearing the thinnest gauze dresses in the chilly sa- 
loons of the palace — a fact which seems to substan- 
tiate the assertions of our own ladies at home, that 
they dress for the admiration of their own sex, not 
for pouriug irresistible broadsides into the .-tronger 
vessels. 

Our Odalisk is not a mantel ornament, studiously 
secluded in the harem; she is allowed to gaze at the 
world, but never to mix in it. Every Friday she 
may ride to the Valley of Sweet Waters, or take a 
row over into Asia to the Heavenly Waters. True, 
another day of Fatima's existence is dragged out, 
but how? "By being vigilantly watched. By squat- 
ting cross-legged on a bit of rug. By listening to 
tba execrable wails of strolling minstrel-. Bv ex- 
pressing the same childish surprise at the same feat* 
of the same jugglers, and laughing heartily at their 
indelicate jokes. By trying to imagine "that she 
never saw the trite tricks of a veteran bear, which 
has grown superannuated in affording amusement to 
the public. By munching a bit of luncheon held in 
henna-dyed fingers, and throwing the crumbs for the 
hundredth time to the expectant lish, never suppos- 
ing herself tired of watching their gambols. We 
leave our fair readers to judge whether this be a 
merry life. Yet custom is even- thing, and she 
may enjoy this dismal routine, for how can she sigh 
after pleasures which have never been tasted, and 
therefore cannot be appreciated? 

On other festive occasions, such as the birthday of 
the Prophet, or the feast of Bairam, tricked out in 
her Friday go-to-meetings, she harnesses up her car- 
riage to exhibit herself in some public square. That 
of the mosque of Sultan Bajazet and the Hippo- 
drome are the fashionable places of resort. The' 
vast area becomes a Mediterranean of nonde: ? eript 
vehicles; some are gaudily painted ox-carts, at one 
time the most fashionable style of locomotion, now 
a little out of date; others unwieldy stage-coaches, 
and every other conceivable relic ef the dark ages. 
Seemingly wedged and inextricably entangled, yet 
all moving at a snail's pace, they produce a prodigi- 
ous creaking, and look, in the aggregate, like the 
sinuous folds of some huge reptile. No nodding to 
acquaintances relieves the monotony of this dumb 
show; no smiles of recognition; no joyous bursts of 
merriment; no coquettish adjustment of wanton 
ringlets to catch the attention of passing beaux; but 
at this solemn pace they jog out another day in this 
saddest of pantomimes. 

To the Mussulman, domestic bliss, the comforts of 
a home, are incomprehensible ideas. Polygamy is 
not an institution calculated to foster such heaven- 
born thoughts. Imagine the bedlam every Eastern 
Household must prove, where conflicting "interests, 
deadly feuds, rankling discords, are cramped within 
the narrow limits of a few walls.

ytmmm. Editors:— Perhaps never in the "annals 
of the West" has the tide of emigration come near- 
er a flood than it has the present season. Every ho- 
tel in St. Louis is crowded. Hardly one of them but 
has had to turn off applicants for rooms during the 
past week. Several ways is this accounted for— the 
state of navigation through the winter is the princi- 
pal cause of the present rise in the tide. St. Louis 
has one evidence of the energy and wisdom of its 
"merc hant princes "—it has larger fac tories and more 
magnificent business than d welling houses. Would 
it were so in Louisville! 

St. Louis is (jK)iitically)a freesoil city. The De- 
mocrat, which a year since would have repelled the 
imputation of such a thine as a littel and an insult, 
is now an out-spoken and defiant unconditional 
emancipationist. Nor do the Bepublican or leader, 
organs of the other wings of the party, denounce, or 
even sneer at the positions of the Democrat. The 
fact is slavery is practically extinct in St. Louis city 
and county. " With one hundred and fifty thousand 
inhabitants, there are but three thousand slaves; 
and one thousand of those are outside the city. 

An address, signed by Atchison, Stringfellow, and 
others, is finding its way and rousing a storm of in- 
dignation throughout Missouri. It states that the 
question "free or slave State" in Kansas was never 
an issue. And yet the people say that appeals were 
made to them, contributions were levied, armed 
bands were marched over the borders, blue lodges 
were formed and secret and sacred oaths taken "on 
the altar of Democracy," all to ao -omplish one 
ojienlv avowed object — to keep the free State men 
out of the Territory and make it a slave State. But 
Atchison says this" never was the issue. "The Na- 
tional Democracy," says the address, "call on the 
Whig and Democrat," shivery and anti-slavery, to 
unite under the Democratic banner." 

Well, the people of Missouri say they have been 
duped— that's all. They think there has been trea- 
son in the camp; that Atchison, Stringfellow. & Co. 
have tricked them — trifled with them— sold the 
South and its interests for a mess of pottage. 
Whether this general opinion is right or wrong, this 
deponent sayeth not. 

There will be a great sale of swamplands in Ran- 
dolph county, Mo., on the first Monday of April 
next, at Huntsville, the county seat. Ihese were 
lands donated to the county by the General Govern- 
ment. The lands were" not, strictly speaking, 
swamps. Very little expense would drain them 
and make them valuable. There is not the least 
doubt but these lands will be worth .*0 an acre in 
six vears from now. They will sell, it is thought, 
at from ten cents to eighty cents, on time — certain- 
ly a chance for a spec. There are still large bodies 
of land on the south of the Missouri unentered. 
There are fortunes yet to be made in this great 
State.

Mysterious Case.— .4 Wife Charged with Apply- 
ing Chloroform t» her Husband. — A very curious and 
mvsterious affair took place this morning in the 
Twelfth ward. About 4 o'clock the residents in 
I^awrenee street were startled by loud cries of "Po- 
lice!" "police!" Windows were raised in every 
direction, and officer Earnest, hurrying to the spot, 
found that the cries were uttered by a man named 
John Hinkle, living at No. 1 Lawrence street. The 
officer upon entering the house, was informed by the 
author of all the noise, that his wife had attempted 
to apply chloroform to him in his sleep, and he insist- 
ed upon having her arrested. The officer was melted 
by the cries of the children, and the anguish of the 
woman, and he declined making an arrest at that 
time. After davlight a warrant was procured, and 
Mrs. Tacy Hinkle, the accused, was arrested and 
taken before Alderman Devlin for a hearing. 

The husband was examined, and testified that he 
went home about I o'clock this morning, and went 
to bed. Al-out two hours afterwards he awoke, and 
found that his wife was holding a roll of cotton or 
rags, which had tteen saturated with something, to 
his nose. He seized her hand and snatc hed the cot- 
ton from her. He stated, too, that a bottle contain- 
ing chloroform was afterwards found in the house. 

Dr. J. D. Onins, druggist, at the corner of Fifth 
and Coates streets, was sworn, and testified that 
Mrs. Hinkle had purchased chloroform at his store 
last night. 

Dr. Bethell testified that he had examined the 
rags alleged to have been taken from the defendant, 
and found that they had been saturated with turpen- 
tine and oil only. 

Mrs. Hinkle was held in 62,000 bail to answer. 

The affair is involved in much mystery. Mrs. 
Hinkle bore a good character, but she lived very 
unhappily with her husband. The latter is the pro- 
prietor of a refectory under the Bed Lion tavern, in 
Second street, below Noble. The transaction has 
created no little excitement in the neighborhood in 
which it happened.

Com spondenoe of the Louisville Journal.] 
A Scene at the White House— A Ihtapgnntment— Cal- 
culation* Spoued — The President — The Cormorants, 
etc. • «^ 

Washington, March 22. 1857. 
While I was in the vicinity of the White House, 
yesterday morning, it occured to me, '-Just step in 
and see what the 'sovereigns' are about.'' I was 
bowed into the hall by Edward, the polite Irish jan- 
itor: and, following a couple of ''sharp-set strang- 
ers." ?oon reached the vicinity of the President's 
office, where I met over a hundred persons, dressed 
in their best clothes, and exhibiting much impatience 
in their countenances as well as by constantly lift- 
ing their positions, and struggling to get a peep into 
the sanctum whenever the door was opened to let 
out some one who had had his "»ay" to the Presi- 
dent. The porter had his hands full of cards, to f>e 
passed in, seriatim, while the authors of the auto- 
graph* watched with painful solicitude the move- 
ments of that ordinarily humble but now important 
personage. He was the recipient of many compli- 
ments, such as a familiar slap on the back, and the 
exclamation. -'Mv good fellow, pray don't forget that 
I handed my card to you first;'' and " Pleasant day; 
ah — do vou think I'll get a chance shortly!'" The 
poor fellow had truly a hard time: and, according to 
my observation, be should receive a pension for life 
for his wonderful exhibition of patience. It should 
here be remarked, that the aforesaid doorkeeper was 
once a soldier. He did not mind big guns, and 
can stand his ground against hungry j>oli- 



The ■ ew Workers, "hards" and '"softs." werefor- 
tunate in getting the nrsi pull at the President, and 
they dogged him for more than an hour. Notwith- 
standing their importunities, he refused to "surren- 
der at discretion.' By the time those pure-minded 
gentlemen had exhausted all their gas antl argu- 
ments, the cabinet hour approached. To see each of 
the hundred unsatisfied and "unterritied" separate- 
ly, would have consumed many hours; so the* Presi- 
dent ordered tlie doors to be thrown open, and ad- 
mitted them all at the same time! As everv man 
had prmite business with the President, he did not 
wish to make a public exhibition of it! There was 
no chance for whispering in his ear, or taking him 
aside. Here was a dilemma! I overheard some re- 
marks, among a little squad, to the effect. "Gentle- 
men, let's try him again; we may stand a better 
chance next time;" whereupon they began to stow- 
away their carefully-prepared documents, to be 
formally presented to Mr. Buchanan on a future oc- 
casion. Others, however, marched lioldly up to the 
President, sticking manuscripts at him, in regular 
succession. The President lx>wed as the papers were 
piled upon his hands, as much as to say. en- well, 
gentlemen; any more of the 'same sort?" The fel- 
lows who thus ill-treated the President deserve a 
feound threshing; it was disgraceful to them; and I 
should be glad to learn that not one of that gaunt 
and hungry crew received a single crumb from the 
executive table. Such cormorants have nearly kill- 
ed the President. They act as if nothing was to lie 
attended to but office.' okkick!! As to who stimula- 
ted the appetite, is another question. 

The Cabinet hour having arrived, the regiment of 
l<esiegers retired, with "lingering steps and slow." 
Having some idle time, and anxious to know what 
was done in the White Honse during the afternoon, 
I again "stepped in." There were now not more 
than twenty "outsiders" present. The Cabinet ad- 
journed at 3 o'clock. This was the signal for the 
"onset." Two or three of them, one after another, 
entered, but I noticed that thev did not seem to l>e 
as well pleased on coming KB Of course thev re- 
tained their own secrets; they probably realized 

"The fluctuating i>angs of hope and fear: 
Joys distant still and sorrow* ever near." 

It was a sad blow to the remainder when they 
were informed that the President would receive no 
more company for the day. 

I am truly glad, on the President's account, that 
to-day is Sunday. He should have time to recupe- 
rate: for to-morrow the New York fellows will again 
fly at him. Those who were disappointed on Satur- 
day, and the fresh comers, will also lie on hand. I 
utter a solemn truth w hen I say that no man on 
earth could endure for a month the excessive annov- 
ance to which the President during the j>a*t week 
has been subjected. 

The Clarendon-Dallas treaty, as amended by the 
Senate, has been approved by the President and his 
Cabinet. They came to the conclusion Saturday to 
send it l>ack to' England, for the approval or rejec- 
tion of Her Majesty's Government. And a special 
messenger will take it over; Alexander H. Evans, 
connected with the letter-writing corps, lias tieen 
commissioned as such officer. A nice little trip, 
which I trust may do him good. The British Minis- 
ter is favorable to the treatv, as amended, and the 
probability is it will be ratified bv our trans-Atlantic 
neighbor. 

Governor Geary has rendered himself unpopular 
with the Administration by his publications at St. 
Louis. His resignation, which was not received 
until yesterday, will doubtless be accepted. The 
question now is, "who will be his successor." — and 
the echo replies, "wait a little longer." 

So far, the Boston, Philadelphia, and California 
appointments (the important ones) have been made. 
New- York comes next. In the course of a week, 
the Administration will have relieved itself from an 
immense pressure. VERITAS. 



Doth <>f thy. British MiNi-TTtr. — Contrary 
to the general belief. Mr. Cobden's motion on the 
Cantou question has retulted in a defeat of the Pal- 
mer-ton Administration; 263 members o£the House 
oi Commons voting in favor of the motion, and 247 
against, leaving the government in a minority of 1C. 
On the Monday evening previous to the division, a 
number of the usual supporters of the Cabinet were 
called together by Lord Palmerston, to whom he 
declared his views at some length; and received in 
reply assurance of supjwrt. The general opinion 
was that the majoritv of the Ministers would be be- 
tween 30 and 40, and that their tenure of office would 
be thus secured at least until the dissolution of Par- 
liament, which would take place next year. Very 
different was the result. A defeat upon a motion 
directly censuring the government in the popular 
branch of the Legislature, it is supposed, will neces- 
sarily result either in the resignation of the Ministers 
or in a dissolution of Parliament, and an appeal to 
the people. 

It is generally supposed that Lord Palmerston w ill 
adopt the latter course after the supplies are are vo- 
ted, and that he feels persuaded that, whatever "a 
factious coalition" may achieve, he possesses the 
confidence of the country on the Chinese question, 
and on his general policy. If this supposition be 
well founded, (his speech at the close of the debate 
would certainly warrant it,) it is not likely that he 
will allow "the triple coalition, — the Manchester or 
Peace Policy men, led by Mr. Cobden: the Tory 
Protectionists, by Mr. Disraeli, and the Peelites, by 
Mr. Gladstone and Lord John Russell. — to unseat 
him altogether, without an effort to recover his posi- 
tion by an appeal to the people, with w hoin he cer- 
tainly'has been a great favorite. In case Parlia- 
ment is dissolved, the event will probably take place

THE WAR IN CHINA. 

The follow ing extract from a private letter, dated 

Hong Kong, January 14, received in London, shows 

that apprehension existed lest the British should be 

overpowered by the Chinese: 

| Matters are growing worse and worse. Our force* are ut- 
ter! v pa nth-zed and acting only on the defensive, while the 
« 'liiooiHJ take tin" offensive, and that with some considerable 
I success, lu the li^ht in which they view «uch affairs. The;. 

have burnt down the factories, and driven us to within fifty 
, feet of the river. They are making Whnmpoa so unsafe 
that the Admiral is abandoning it They have taken one 
, river steamer, the Thistle, murdered all the foreigners on 
board, and burnt her. They have attacked another, and 
nearly |taken her. They came down in force on one of 
their forts held by us, and attacked at the same time her 
Ma e-t;. V -hii .< Coiniis and Hornet, stationed at the barri- 
! ers, some two miles below the fort, and were with great dif- 
; Acuity and mnic loss of ltfe driven back. They nearly 
' took a Urge river steamer, the Fie Ma, she escaping only by 
her speed. They have taken au American cutter on her 
• way to Hong Kong, and while I niu bow writing fears are 
entertained for the safety of three river steamers that left 
this place five days ago for Whumpoa, one of them with 
forty Yankee marines on board. 
| There i • no fear of any regular attack proving success- 
l ful; but what we have to apprehend is the CUi2?«o grains 
i the .ships, and also — aud this is the great one— blocking up 
the river, and thus preventing us sending provisions or am- 
munition. It will be an awful calamity if they do this, 
and they are makinp the attempt. When the gunboats ar- 
rive, I hop? we may lie able to take the offensive, and chase 
and destroy every iuuk we find in the river. 

I am very sorry this affair was begun; but now that we 
have begun we must go through with it. We have no clioioe. 
We must either thrash the Chinese so severely that they 
will never forget the lesson, and teach them to resjieet trea- 
ties and to behave to Western nations in a civil way. or 
make up our minds to abandon the entire empile. and with 
it lose a good customer of Manchester and a trade that 
brings into the exchequers of England and India altogeth- 
. r au amount out little short of £l(>,uoo,0iiu sterling. So I 
fear you have to choose between a war and the loss of £10,- 
UOO.uuti iier annum. 

Another commercial letter from Hong Kong to Berlin, 
of January 12, mentions that Hie loss on foreign goods in- 
curred iu the destruction of the foreign factories in Canton 
was estimated at >'..•■«,.,. o 

I I would ap|>ear from a rcjiort presented to the Hussinn 
government by the Governor-General of Russian Siberia, 
that since the attack on Canton by the British Admiral the 
trade betw een Russia and China by land, and by Kiakhta, 
ha* considerably increased. The commercial relations be- 
tween Russia and China, it adds, will become every day 
more intimate as long as the war continues. 

Mono Konv. Jan. 15, P. M. — An attempt was made this 
morning to jioison a considerable number of the foreign 
community. The author of this dialiolicHl act is a Chinese 
baker, named Esing, who (being doubtless induced bv 
the promise of reward held out by the mandarin.*) mixed 
with his bread a large quantity of arsenic, aud after send- 
ing it round to his customers, left in a steamer for Macao, 
at* A. M. AH who partook of this bread were afterward* 
seized with violent retchings and other symptoms, but, 
prompt remedies being applied, we are happy to state that 
up to the present time no deaths have ensued, although 
great numbers have been ill, and some are still iu a danger- 
ous state. The quautity of nrcnic was too large to answer 
the intended purpose, its presence being immediately be- 
trayed, aud antidotes forthwith administered. It is fearful 
to contemplate what the result might otherwise have been. 
A steamer has been despatched to Macao in hopes of inter- 
cepting Ksing, but we fear he will have gained the main- 
land ere she arrives. Trade remains entirely suspended 
here. 

Extract from a letter received at Liverpool, dated Hong 
Kong, January 15. 1*57: 

I am hardly able to hold my pen to write you a few lines, 
being under the influence of a strong emetic taken this 
morning to avoid the effects of poisoned bread eaten this 

morning's breakfast. Mr. , Mr. , and uraatf 

were seized with violent fits of vomiting immediately after 
lea ving the table, and I have just been informed that the 
whole town has been = oie or less effected iuthe same way, 
by bread, which has been baked by a Chinese shopman. 
We are so surrounded by the scoundrels that it is hardly 
jsissible to guard against their designs; and the atrocious 
Mood-money edicts, issued by the Canton Government, 
have set on foot a system of ass.isslnation and kidnapping 
by no means pleasant.

We II. Sewarij — The Fai.se Issi e — Appeal 
to the Sorer Sense oe the North. — Some 
members of Congress have lately been franking all 
over the country Win. H. Seward's stump speeches 
in the Congress of l^bd. To enable the Postofhce 
Department to tran>port without charge such mate- 
rial as this, the legitimate business of the communi- 
ty must lie taxed to make the Department, it is 
said, self-supporting. 

To show the miserable inconsequence aid trifling 
of this intense and bitter slavery agitation we 
<juote the conclusion of one of these "franked speech- 
es, delivered at Auburn, iu October last: 

I do not predict the times and seasons when one or other 
of the political contending elements shall prevail. I know 
tbi- — that this State, this nation, and this earth ar« to be 
the abode and happy home of free men. Everv where t lie 
hills and valleys are to be fields of free labor, free thought, 
aud free suffrages. That eon*ummatiun trill come irAsii 
Httcietv shall be jire pared fur it. My labors are devoted 
to that preparation. I leave others to cling to obsolete tra- 
ditions, and |icrish with them, if they must;. but. in politics 
as in religion, I desire to be with that portion of my fellow- 
men who hold fast to pure truth aud equal justice w : ith hope 
and confidence, enduring through ail trials in their ultimate 
aud eternal triumph. 

That is a very good sentence; and if the fervid 
orator bad but acted upon this sensible conclusion of 
his speech, the speech would never have been made, 
and the country would have been saved from one of 
the most stupendous and mischievous follies which 
the history of parties has ever exhibited. We have 
italicised ' one part of this peroration to indicate 
more distinctly the force and point of this profession 
of faith. Now we do not hesisate to say that this is 
the well known and often expressed conviction and 
belief of the whole body of Southern people, with 
the exception, just now, of that little squad of tire- 
eaters which was hatched into existence a few years 
ago by Northern Abolitionism. It has been at all 
times the settled sense of the Southern people that 
the natural progress of society, and the increase of 
population, will bring slavery to an end. The his- 
tory of the world has established this principle; and 
the same cupidity which induced the traders of Eng- 
land and of New England to introduce slavery into 
the South will as surely operate to impel the Southern 
people to rid themselves of a more expensive form 
of labor when they can substitute for it a cheaperone. 
The march of the" world, however slow it seems to 
hot brained fanatics, is onward and irresistible, and 
this must be the issue. What enlightened Southern 
men have ever desired to do is to recognize this de- 
sign of Providence, to understand the laws by which 
the Divine purpose is working to its conclusion, and 
to co-operate intelligently with those laws, so as to 
promote the welfare of both races, whose social 
condition is to be changed in the yet distant fu- 
ture. 

The Colonization Society, providing a congenial 
home for a part of the black population, as it grad- 
ually becomes free and enlightened, is one of the 
expedients of Southern wisdom and philanthro- 
py in anticipation of this certain change. In this 
way will the negro be most effectually removed from 
the destructive influence of the competition of a 
superior race. It is disgraceful to the American , 
government that it has never yet recognized and 
fostered this noble and beneficient agencv. 

The Abolition movement on the other hand, and 
Win. II. Seward, Republican abolition, of last year, 
: fouuded alike upon the principle of forestalling 
the decrees of Providence and the natural move- 
ments of society, and affecting, in carnage and 
blood, a social revolution for which neither race is 
prepared, and which could only be accomplished by 
the sacrifice of both. 

We know that this was not the avowed object of 
the so-called Republican party, and most of its sup- 
porters would shrink with horror from such a con- 
summation. But such is the manifest tendency of 
the course of that party, and its pronounced deter- 
mination that the only party issues hereafter to be^ 
known in this country shall "be Freedom or Slavery. 

While Southern men are well aware of the imper- 
fections of slavery as a social institution, and know 
that the institution itself must come to an end by 
the natural laws of society and of population, theV 
cannot avoid seeing the very much of good that is 
mixed up with this evil while it lasts. The exist- 
ence of slavery creates a high, liberal, and generous 
tone of feeling which renders the Southern people 
incapable of such a whirlwind of passion and of ex- 
citea ignorance as that which suddenly banded the 
masses of the North into the Republican partv. 
That party did its best to drive the South into an- 
tagonistic ultraism and fanaticism. But the ster- 
ling good sense and dignified moderation of the South 
resisted the attempt, and public opinion remains 
very much as before. 

Again, we cannot but see that our slave popula- 
tion is better fed ? better nurtured, and better cared 
for in everv particular than any laboring population 
in the world. But we do not for this wish to per- 
petuate slavery, to arrest the progress of society, 
and to crystalise the social state in its present form. 
On the contrary, our hope and expectation are that 
the gradual enlargement of the mind and soul of 
the whole human race, under the influence of Chris- 
tian culture and principle, will result in the con- 
stant amelioration and elevation of the sccial con- 
dition of all classes.
